The 
eight-team  affair  in  the  Athletic  Centre 
Sports  Gym  includes  several  of  Canada's  top 
teams  and  should  be  a  solid  indication  of  the 
Blues  chances  to  contend  for  the  national 
title. 

Next  weekend,  November  14-15-16,  it's 
the  turn  of  Varsity's  men's  team,  as  the 


Blues  stage  the  inaugural  John  McManus 
National  Invitational  Tournament... eight  top 
schools  including  York  Yeomen  meet  in  the 
only  tournament  in  which  all  CIAU 
conferences  are  represented. 

A  fitting  climax  to  Basketball  Month 
occurs  on  November  29-30  with  the  inaugural 
Can/ Am  Challenge,  featuring  the  Blues, 
CIAU  finalist  Waterloo  Warriors,  American 
University  of  Washington,  D.C.  and  Stanford 
University  of  California. 

Both  men's  tournaments  will  be  held  in 
Varsity  Arena,  now  fully  renovated  and  a 
fitting  setting  to  showcase  what  is  truly  The 
Best  in  Basketball.

Meet  the  1984-85  Womens 
Basketball  Blues 

Coach  -  Michele  Belanger 

Entering  her  seventh  season  as  coach  of  U  of  T's  rapidly  improving 
women's  Basketball  Blues,  Michele  Belanger  is  a  veteran  of  national 
and  international  competition.  In  1981-62,  Blues  upset  perennial 
Ontario  champion  Laurentian  in  the  OWIAA  playoffs  and  went  on 
to  place  fifth  in  their  first-ever  appearance  in  the  CIAU  national 
tournament.  Last  season,  Michele  guided  the  Blues  to  an  OWIAA 
Championship  with  an  11-1  record  in  league  play,  their  second 
successive  OWIAA  title  and  four  Tournament  Championships.  She 
is  currently  coach  of  Canada's  national  junior  women's  team. 

As  a  player,  Michele  was  a  member  of  four  consecutive  CIAU 
national  champions  from  Laurentian,  1975-78.  In  1978-79,  she  was 
co-captain  of  the  Victoria  Vikettes,  who  lost  to  Laurentian  in  the 
CIAU  national  final;  she  was  named  to  the  CIAU  tournament  all- 
star  team.  Michele  was  a  member  of  Canada's  national  team  from 
1976-78  and  played  jn  two  international  Diana  Cup  tournaments  in 
Bulgaria  in  addition  to  the  1977  World  University  Games.  Fluent 
in  French,  she  was  an  interpreter  at  the  1976  Montreal  Olympics. 
Michele  was  named  OWIAA  Coach  of  the  Year  in  both  1989-31  and 
1981-82.

Take  heart  Varsity  sports  fans!  Our  football  Blues  may  have 
missed  the  playoffs  but  success  on  the  basketball  court  is  just  around 
the  corner. 

The  performance  of  the  basketball  Blues  last  season  spoke  for 
themselves.  The  problem  is  that  not  many  U  of  T  students  were 
listening. 

The  Lady  Blues,  coached  by  Michele  Belanger,  held  an  outstanding 
34-4  record  in  '84-85,  capping  off  their  year  by  winning  their  second 
consecutive  Ontario  title  and  finishing  third  at  the  C.I.A.U.  finals. 

For  their  part,  Brian  Heaney's  men's  squad  were  the  owners  of 
a  10-4  league  record  and  advanced  to  the  Ontario  East  Division 
final  before  they  were  eliminated. 

There  was  a  tinge  of  frustration  in  the  manner  in  which  both 
teams  ended  their  seasons.  "Die  Lady  Blues  lost  a  heartbreaking 
controversial  one-point  decision  to  their  nemesis,  Laurentian,  in  the 
national  semi-final  game.  In  an  equally  dramatic  showdown,  the 
men's  Blues  came  up  on  the  short  end  of  a  79-77  overtime  barnburner 
against  the  York  Yeomen,  perennial  champions  in  the  East  Division. 

Both  teams  intend  to  go  that  extra  step  this  year.  And  there 
is  every  reason  to  think  that  these  two  squads  will  pick  up  where 
they  left  off  back  in  March.  With  a  full  slate  of  home  games 
scheduled  to  be  played  either  at  Varsity  Arena  or  in  the  Athletic 
Centre  Sports  Gym,  there  will  be  plenty  of  opportunities  for  UofT 
students  to  see  our  Blues  in  action. 

The  Blues  have  been  practising  regularly  for  several  weeks, 
sharpening  their  skills  as  their  competitive  season  approaches.  How 
good  are  these  teams?  Who  are  the  key  players  who  provide 
leadership?  Who  will  pose  the  strongest  challenges  to  U  of  T?  To 
get  the  answers  to  these  and  other  questions  Blues  Spirit  interviewed 
the  two  most  knowledgeable  sources  of  Varsity  basketball 
information  -  head  coaches  Michele  Belanger  and  Brian  Heansy. 


Q.  Any  injury  problems  so  far? 
Heaney:  We  have  a  few  players 
who  are  missing  single  days  of 
practise  with  small  things  like 
groin  pulls  and  tendon  problems 
but  nothing  major  to  worry 
about. 

Q.  Is  there  any  area  of  the 
game  where  you  think  the  team 
is  clearly  improved  over  last 
year? 

Heaney:  We  have  considerably 
more  height  this  year,  which 
means  our  rebounding  is  better 
than  ever. 

Q.  What  about  areas  where  the 
team  might  need  more 
practise? 

Heaney:  It  will  be  necessary  for 
our  defense  to  improve  steadily 
as  the  season  progresses.  In 
spite  of  our  greater  height,  we 
will  need  to  work  on  boxing  out 
on  defensive  rebounds. 

Q.  Which  Ontario  teams  figure 
to  be  your  toughest  rivals? 
Heaney:  York  will  be  as  tough 
as  ever.  Their  squad 
collectively  has  years  of 
experience,  with  only  one 
player  lost  from  last  season's 
division  champion.  Their

Q.  If  you  had  to  pick  the  one 
factor  that  narrowly  prevented 
the  Blues  from  beating  York 
last  year,  what  would  it  be? 
Heaney:  Composure  and 

experience.  York  showed  more 
patience  and  selected  better 
shots  than  we  did  when  the 
pressure  was  on. 

Q.  How  does  your  1985/86 
squad  stack  up  with  last  year's 
team  att  he  same  time? 
Heaney:  There  is  no  doubt  in 
my  mind  that  we  are  much 
better  than  last  year  in  every 
aspect.

Q.  If  you  had  to  pick  the  one 
factor  that  narrowly  prevented 
the  ;  Blues  from  beating 
Lauqentian  at  the  CIAU 
Tournament  last  year,  what 
would  it  be? 

Belanger:  We  didn't 

concentrate  for  the  entire  40 
minutes  of  the  game.  During 
the  final  8  minutes  of  the 
game,  we  seemed  to  alternate 
two  minutes  of  playing  well 
with  two  minutes  of  mistakes. 
We  had  our  chances  to  win  the 
game  but  we  simply  stopped 
playing  poised  defense  at  the 
end. 

Q.  How  does  your  1985/86 
squad  stack  up  with  last  year's 
team  at  the  same  time? 
Belanger:  I  think  we  are  slightly 
better  this  year  than  we  were 
at  the  same  time  last  year. 
The  team  is  in  good  condition 
and  our  key  players  have  that 
much  more  experience  behind 
them.  Right  now,  we  are 
concentrating  on  correcting  the 
errors  that  hurt  us  last  season. 
Q.  Any  injury  problems  so  far? 
Belanger:  With  the  exception  of 
Theresa  Bums,  who  recently 
had  a  knee  operation,  our 
injuries  have  been  confined  to 
turned  ankles  and  muscle  pulls. 
We  have  a  new  training  regimen 
which  the  girls  are  in  the 
process  of  adjusting  to. 

Q.  fe  there  any  area  of  the 
game  where  you  think  the  team 
is  clearly  improved  over  last, 
year? 

Belanger:  The  players  are 
showing  more  aggressive 
defence  and  our  rebounding  has 
improved. 

Q.  What  about  areas  where  the 
team  might  need  more 
practise? 

Belanger:  Our  defensive

footwork  and  screens  need 
more  practice  and  we  want  to 
be  in  even  better  physical 
condition  as  the  weeks  go  by. 
And  of  course,  we  hope  to 
improve  our  concentration. 

Q.  Which  Ontario  teams  figure 
to  be  your  toughest  rivals? 
Belanger:  Laurentian  will  once 
again  provide  the  stiffest 
competition.  Along  with  us, 
they  will  be  favourites  to  win 
the  Ontario  title. 

Q.  Are  there  any  underdogs  on 
your  schedule  whom  you 
suspect  might  surprise  a  lot  of 
people  and  give  Blues  trouble? 
Belanger:  Guelph  and  Waterloo 
will  make  it  a  tight  race  in  the 
Ontario  West  Division,  and 
York  is  always  tough  in  our  own 
East  Division. 

Q.  Are  there  any  new  faces  on 
your  roster  who  figure  to  make 
an  immediate  impact? 
Belanger:  Samantha  Reed  will 
certainly  make  an  impact  and 
Anne-Marie  Bottineau  will 
probably  figure  into  our  plans 
after  Christmas. 

Q.  Over  the  many  years  of  your 
involvement  with  the  game  of 
basketball,  how  would  you 
compare  the  enjoyment  of 
playing  to  that  of  coaching? 
i  Belanger:  It's  difficult  to 
'compare  the  two.  The 
responsibilities  involved  are 
very  different.  Both  have  been 
very  self-satisfying  in  their  own 
way. 

Q.  What  is  the  most  important 
benefit  you  derive  from 
coaching? 

Belanger:  I  enjoy  watching  my 
players  perform  successfully 
the  skills  that  have  been  drilled 
into  them  over  the  long  season. 
I  also  like  seeing  the  players 
develop  from  young  adults  into 
true  adults. 

Q.  What  are  the  criteria  by 
which  you  select  a  starting 
five?  What  qualities  do  you 
look  for? 

Belanger:  I  decide  on  the  five 
players  who  work  best  together. 
Q.  b  there  anything  you  would 
like  to  say  to  D  of  T  students 
who  haven't  attended  a  Blue's 
basketball  game  before  now? 
Belanger:  They  are  missing  out 
on  something  great.

Stanford 

At  the  relatively  young  age  of  46,  and 
in  just  14  years  time,  Tom  Davis  has 
produced  a  glistening  head  coaching  career 
record  of  260  wins  and  134  losses.  Figure 
it  out.  That's  an  average  of  18  1/2  wins  per 
season. 

Since  the  arrival  of  Tom  Davis  on  the 
Pac-10  scene,  league  rivals  no  longer  can 
afford  to  look  past  Stanford.  Just  ask  the 
USC  Trojans,  Pac-10  co-champions  in  '84-85. 

The  Cardinal  defeated  them  twice. 

Tom  Davis  was  a  success  elsewhere 
before  making  the  trek  to  the  West.  His 
overall  260-134  record  translates  to  a  very 
fine  .660  winning  percentage.  Broken  down, 
his  record  included  a  116-44  tally  at 
Lafayette  from  1971  through  1977,  a  100-47  Toronto'! 
mark  at  Boston  College  from  1978  through 
1982,  and  44-43  in  the  last  three  campaigns 
at  Stanford.

STANFORD 

CARDINAL 


There  are  those  who  would  say  that  .if 
you  look  at  last  year's  Pac-10  standings,  that 
there  is  no  place  for  the  Stanford  men's 
basketball  program  to  go  but  up.  In  those 
terms,  well,  they  would  be  correct 
-  considering  the  Cardinal  finished  10th  last 
season  in  the  league  with  an  11-17  record 
overall  and  a  3-15  mark  in  the  Pac-10  alone. 

The  question  now  arises  "Just  how  much 
will  Stanford  improve  in  '85-86?"  While 
there  is  room  for  speculating  to  what  lengths 
the  Cardinal  will  improve,  there  is  little 
doubt  that  Stanford  WILL  BE  a  better  team 
come  November  of  1985. 

There  are  a  number  of  reasons  to  expect 
that  will  be  so. 

First,  there  is  the  anticipated  return  of 
6'2"  guard  Steve  Brown,  the  fifth-year  senior 
who  was  forced  to  redshirt  last  season 
because  of  a  stress  fracture  to  the  tibia 
(weight-bearing  bone)  of  his  right  leg.  When 
the  stress  fracture  was  discovered  last 
September  (just  before  practice  was  to  get 
underway),  it  proved  to  be  a  major 
disappointment.  Brown  was  expected  to  be 
among  the  Pac-10  scoring  leaders  in  '84-85, 
especially  now  that  he  would  be  given  a  freer 
reign  by  head  coach  Tom  Davis  and  because 
he  would  be  no  longer  be  under  the  shadows 
of  either  John  Revelli  or  Keith  Jones,  two 
of  Stanford's  all-time  top  four  leading 
scorers. 

The  center  position,  therefore,  becomes 
one  of  the  major  question  marks  for  1985- 
86,  although  there  is  no  lack  of  contenders 
for  the  position  itself. 

The  prospects  here  would  include  6'8" 
sophomore  Eric  Reveno,  who  played  in  all 
28  games  last  season  as  a  freshman,  and 
even  started  four  of  them.  A  bullish-like 
figure  inside  with  245  pounds  of  muscle, 
Reveno  averaged  3.8  ppg  in  '84-85.  "We 
give  Eric  a  chance  to  be  a  real  impact 
player,"  indicated  Davis.  "He  knows  what 
he  has  to  do  in  order  to  become  a  good  Pac- 
10  center." 


American 

After  a  very  tough  education  in  their 
initial  season  in  the  ECAC-South  (now  the 
Colonial  Athletic  Association)  last  year,  the 
American  University  Eagles  stand  ready  to 
climb  a  few  notches  in  the  conference 
standings  in  1985-86.  With  four  players 
returning  who  started  a  number  of  games 
last  year,  the  Eagles  field  their  most 
experienced  team  since  1982-83  when  they 
finished  20-10.

Head  Coach  Ed  Tapscott  enters  his 
fourth  campaign  as  AU's  head  coach  with 
no  players  that  were  a  part  of  the  team's 
N.I.T.  success  in  1981  and  1982.  He  is 
optimistic  that  his  team,  with  no  seniors, 
will  be  a  competitive  force  in  the  CAA. 

Hoping  to  lead  the  Eagles'  return  to 
respectability  is  6'2"  junior  guard  Frank 
Ross  from  Temple  Hills,  MD.  Despite 
missing  nine  games  last  season  with  a 
nagging  thigh  injury,  Ross  was  still  the 
Eagles'  leading  scorer  with  a  14.7  points 
per  game  average.  "There's  no  doubt  we 
need  a  full  season  from  Frank  if  we  hope 
to  improve  our  standing  in  the  conference," 
observes  Tapscott. 

The  rest  of  the  starting  line-up  will  most 
likely  include  the  freshmen  trio  of  Mike 
Sampson,  Eric  White  and  Chuck  West.  The 
"DC.  Three"  contributed  significantly  last 
season  and  started  an  average  of  17  games. 
Mighty  mite  (5'10")  Sampson  effectively  ran 
the  point  in  his  initial  season  and  ended  up 
leading  the  conference  in  steals  with  60. 
His  184  assists  were  good  for  second  in  the 
league.  The  Washington  D.C.  native  also 
led  the  Eagles  in  playing  time,  averaging 
33.5  minutes  a  game  —  a  school  record  for 
freshmen. 

White,  a  6'6"  power  forward  from 
Washington,  D.C.  led  the  Eagles  in 
rebounding  nearly  all  season  and  averaged 
a  team-high  5.9  rebounds  for  the  year.  In 
the  conference  tournament  vs  Richmond,  he 
put  on  a  second  half  display  of  16  points 
and  seven  rebounds  that  AU  basketball 
followers  hope  is  a  glimpse  of  the  near 
future. 


Waterloo 

After  three  straight  years  in  the  final 
four,  it  appears  that  the  Warriors  have  the 
strength  to  knock  on  the  door  for  the  fourth 
year  in  a  row.  All  five  starters  from  last 
year's  30-8  team  (most  wins  -  fewest  losses 
in  the  country)  have  returned  this  season. 
As  well,  veterans  Harry  Van  Drunen,  Craig 
Beda,  Jerry  Nolfi  and  Marcel  Naus  return 
to  give  the  Warriors  solid  support  players.

"Last  year  we  had  all  the  stats;  a  30-8 
record;  Peter  Savich  was  the  Player  of  the 
Year;  Randy  Norris  was  the  leading 
rebounder  in  the  country;  and  Rob  Froese 
led  the  nation  in  both  free  throw  and  -field 
goal  percentages.  Savich  is  a  member  of 
our  national  squad.  Both  Norris  and  Paul 
Boyce  had  national  tryout  invitations  while 
Froese  and  Tom  Schneider  had  provincial 
tryout  invitations.  Schneider  accepted  and 
was  the  starting  point  guard  for  the  silver 
medal  Ontario  provincial  team.  With  the 
new  people  we  have  credentials,  but  so  did 
the  Detroit  Tigers  in  spring  training  this 
year.  It  is  sports  we  are  doing  and  that 
features  luck,  survival  from  injuries,  team 
chemistry  and  motivation.  These  are  the 
challenges  for  the  squad  and  coaching 
staff,"  said  McCrae. 
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National  Invitational  Tournament 


John  McManus  -  Varsity  Coach  1954-1983 

The  inaugural  U  ofT  National  Invitational  Tournament  is  named  in  honour  of  John  McManus,  head  coach 
of  the  Varsity  Blues  for  a  record  29  seasons,  a  career  with  few  equals  in  Candian  university  basketball.  McManus 
guided  the  Blues  from  1954-55  through  1982-83,  and  his  overall  coaching  career  at  the  university  spanned  an 
incredible  31  years.  “I  never  thought  I’d  be  here  until  I  retired,”  McManus  once  said.  "I  didn’t  think  anybody 
was  crazy  enough  to  keep  at  it  this  long.” 

Born  and  raised  in  Winnepcg,  John  McManus  graduated  from  U  ofT’s  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education 
in  1950  and  then  coached  for  two  season  at  Acadia.  He  returned  to  Varsity  in  the  fall  of  1952  as  assistant  to  Bob 
Masterson  with  both  Blues  basketball  and  football  teams.  John  became  head  basketball  coach  in  1954  and 
continued  for  many  seasons  as  an  assistant  football  coach. 

His  coaching  record  in  OUAA  league  games  is  170  wins  and  147  losses,  and  including  exhibiton  and  playolT 
matches,  John  coached  the  Blues  in  more  than  600  games. 


Blues  Coach  Brian  Heaney 

Following  the  retirement  of  John 
McManus,  the  Blues  basketball  fortunes 
have  been  guided  by  Brian  Heaney, 
recognized  as  one  of  the  top  coaches  in 
Canada. 

A  native  of  New  York  City,  Heaney  was 
a  four-time  All-Canadian  at  Acadia  from 
1965-69  and  in  1969-70  he  became  the  first 
CIAU-trained  player  to  compete  in  the  NBA 
with  the  Baltimore  Bullets.  He  was  coached 
at  Acadia  by  Gib  Chapman,  now  Athletic 
Director  at  U  of  T.  Returning  to  the 
Martimes,  he  led  St.  Mary's  Huskies  to  the 
national  title  in  1973,  1978  and  1979,  and 
was  voted  CIAU  Coach  of  the  Year  in  1973. 
He  coached  Canada's  national  women's 
team  at  the  1976  Olympics,  and  from  1980- 
83  served  as  head  coach  and  intercollegiate 
athletics  co-ordinator  at  the  University  of 
Alberta. 

Last  season,  Heaney  coached  the  Blues 
to  an  overall  record  of  19-10,  including 
second  place  in  the  OUAA  East  Division 
and  the  championships  of  the  UofT  Holiday 
Festival  Tournament  and  Concordia's  Tip- 
Off  Tourney.  His  Varsity  record  over  two 
seasons  is  31  wins  and  28  losses,  and  overall 
Heaney's  university  teams  have  216  wins 
and  123  losses. 

Heaney  is  joined  by  associate  coach 
Gene  Chatterton,  and  assistant  coaches 
Jack  Eisenmann,  John  Robb  and  Nick 
Carbonaro.
